If not accu- 
rate, the material is certainly enter- 
taining. In his book The Biggest 
Secret, Icke traces the intercon- 
nected bloodlines (including the 
Windsor) that have ruled the world 


avid Icke is billed as one of the 
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for thousands of years and created 
various religions as tools to con- 
trol humans. Through diligent 
research and “unique contacts” he 
has also found out why Diana, 
Princess of Wales, was murdered 

In the video Revelations of a 
Mother Goddess, Icke interviews 
Arizona Wilder, formerly Jennifer 
Greene, who was programmed 
from birth, by Nazi war criminal 
Josef Mengele, to be one of the 
world’s most important female 
conductors of Satanic rituals. 

The problem with this site is not 
so much the ludicrous claims, but 
the lack of evidence. I want to see 
pictures of the Queen Mum shed- 
ding her human flesh to reveal her- 
self as the carnivorous lizard she 
really is! But all Icke offers is his 
word. At least one of the links 
from this guy’s site is cool. It 
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details research that suggests 
dinosaurs still roam the Earth — 
sort of. By taking a paleontology 
study that says dinosaurs would 
have evolved into humanoids had 
they survived the comet crash that 
wiped them out, this site proposes 
that aliens from outer space are, in 
fact, reptiles that live under 
ground. And they’re plotting to 
take over the world! 

This theory explains three 
important questions: why aliens 
have reptilian features; why ser- 
pent worship is common through- 
out history, and why ancient 
prophesy predicts Satan’s serpent 
dragons will rise up from his 
underground empire to rule the 
world. Makes sense, eh?

Tyler Dueck is living on hope and prayer. Faith is all he can count on.

he Saskatchewan Department of Social Services 
Te itself impaled on the horns or a fearsome 
dilemma last week. The government is off the 
hook this week, unfortunately, because it appears 
that the grim reaper is closing in on young Tyrell 
Dueck. 

Tyrell is the 13-year-old eighth grader from 
Martensville, Saskatchewan, who had, on the advice 
of his parents, been refusing chemotherapy treat- 
ment for a raging bone cancer in his leg. 

Tyrell was diagnosed with bone cancer last 
October. The same kind of cancer had claimed the 
life of Terry Fox. Tyrell had already undergone two 
series of chemotherapy treatments that left him hair- 
less and feeling lousier than he had ever felt before in 
all his 13 years. The cancer in his leg, however, hung 
on, stubbornly refusing to succumb to the massive 
doses of poison being pumped through Tyrell's 
bloodstream. 

Saskatchewan's social services department is 
legally bound to do its level best to protect children 


in its jurisdiction, even from the child’s own parents ° 


if need be. Tyrell’s parents, Tire and Yvonne, had 
been telling their son that he should refuse to take 
any more chemotherapy treatments. Both parents 
are fundamentalist Christians, who told Tyrell that 
praying to God was the only sure ticket to a cure.

“The government had gone to court and a judge,

Tyrell’s parents Tim and Yvonne do the right thing? 
Or did they effectively end their young son’s life by 
filling his head with all sorts of well-meaning reli- 
gious claptrap? 

Are promises of a cure for cancer through prayer 
effective treatment? 

If, you just look at the statistics, you'd pretty much, 
have to come to the conclusion that Tim and Yvonne 
Dueck are guilty of criminal negligence causing 
death or, at the very least, failing to provide the 
necessities of life. While it’s true that the doctors 
only gave Tyrell a 65-per-cent chance of surviving if 
he went ahead with the chemo and had his leg ampu- 
tated, that’s still better odds than you tend to get 
from prayer alone. 

Thousands of cancer patients die each and every 

year from the disease and I dare you to suggest that 
each and every one of them don’t spend substantial 
amounts of their final months praying up a storm for 
a cure. 
The doctors say only about 10 per cent of people 
in Tyrell’s situation ever recover. That means 90 per 
cent of the time, prayer does no physical good what- 
soever. 

But in cases like this, you can’t just look at the sta- 
tistics. 

Tyrell Dueck and his mom and his dad and the 
intricate interplay of love and support and respect 
and faith that ran between the three cannot be 
reduced to a simple mathematical formula.

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Guild raise came at our expense, striking CBC techs $

triking CBC technicians walk- 
ing picket lines in Edmonton 
are angry at negotiating tactics 

employed by their colleagues in 
the Canadian Media Guild. 

Craig McLeod, president of the 
Communications Energy and 
Paperworkers local 86M, which 
represents CBC technicians in 
Edmonton, said striking members 
of his union were used as a lever 
last week when the Canadian 
Media Guild negotiated a 10-per- 
cent pay hike. 

The CEP’s 2,000 workers have 
been on strike for six weeks. Last 
week, the Canadian Media Guild, 
which represents some 2,300 edi- 
tors, producers and journalists, 
issued a strike notice to the CBC, 
forcing the national broadcaster to 


sign a collective agreement. 

The CBC has continued to 
broadcast on television and radio 
even with CEP workers on strike, 
but if the guild had gone on strike, 
the public broadcaster would have 
gone off the air for the first time in 
its history. 

So CEP members feel they were 
taken advantage of by the guild’s 
national negotiating committee, 
McLeod said. 

The same day the guild and the 
CBC came to a tentative agree- 
ment, talks between the CBC and 
the CEP broke off. 

“It was a big stick. I don’t think 
they (guild members) would have 
got the deal they got if We weren't 
on strike,” he said. 

But there is no tension between 
pickets in Edmonton and their col- 


leagues, who cross picket lines 
daily to keep the CBC on the air, 
he added. 

“There is no animosity toward 
guild members (here). There is a 
certain amount of animosity 
towards the negotiating commit- 
tee.” 

The difficulty lies with the 
guild’s negotiating style. 

“They set a strike deadline a day 
and half after being in a legal posi- 
tion to strike,” he said. 

McLeod added guild members 
could have stayed off the job dur- 
ing that day and a half because it 
had no contract with the CBC. 

“That gave them a day and a half 
of crossing our picket line when 
they weren't legally bound to go to 
work. They could have honored 
our picket line. 


“That’s why it is a union, so you 
stick together. That’s why there 
are things like the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Labour — unions stick 
together and you represent your- 
selves as one.” 

He said the CEP wouldn’t have 
employed the same strategy. 

But Keith Maskell, president of 
the Canadian Medial Guild local 
chapter, said that, without a con- 
tract in place during that day and a 
half, guild members who refused 
to cross the CEP picket lines could 
have lost their jobs. 

“We have no legal right not to 
cross a picket line,” Maskell said. 
“And that was particularly sensi- 
tive that Thursday and Friday 
because we entered the open peri- 
od when there was no agreement. 
Anyone who did not go in faced a

“We are being so scrupulous 
because a) we don’t want to piss 
anyone off — we work with these 
people every day and it has beep 
very hard for people across the 
country to cross the line, even 
with the manager, knowing you 
are making your full salary even if 
you aren't doing anything — and 
the person you normally work 
with is making $50 per day on the 
picket line.” 

The technicians are seeking a 
15-per-cent pay hike over three 
years, McLeod said. 

Technicians did prevent CBC 
Radio’s Edmonton AM progran 
from being broadcast one morning 
last week, when they set up a pick- 
et line that delayed management 
from entering the building. And on 
Monday, technicians in St. Johi’s, 
Nfld., prevented morning shows 
from being broadcast. 

McLeod wouldn’t divulge any 
similar plans for Edmonton. 

“We're keeping our options 
opened,” he said.

SUCCESSTUI clubs win with elusi

kay, you’ve been away for a 
(peri but you’re back, and 

you're ready to tear up the 
town. You want to soak up some 
blues, but the Doghouse, that new 
blues club that opened up for a 
heartbeat last summer, no longer 
exists. Hmm. How about some 
metal, then? Let’s try Area 51. 
Closed. Well, there's always KAOS 
at West Edmonton Mall. Nope — 
out of business. That’s no problem, 
head over to Disco 109 for an 
evening of extreme decadence. 
Sorry. Used to be The Morgue, it’s 
arestaurant now. 

At times Edmonton’s club scene 
resembles an urban war zone con- 
sisting of abandoned hot spots that 
were once all the rage but, for one 
reason and another, flamed out. 
Monied patrons who once stood in 
line are replaced by creditors. And 
those patrons have no doubt 
returned to the clubs that have 
always been there — ones they 
feel most comfortable in. 

Club closures are usually quiet 
— few people notice because few 
people are going to those clubs. 
The key to running a successful 
club over a number of years seems 
to be a trade secret that eludes 
most wannabe scenesters. 

But one club closure last year 
left an indelible impression on 
Edmontonians. Zack Pocklington 
—son of former Oiler owner Peter 
Pocklington — was the public face 
for a group of businessmen who 
opened, then closed, a club called 
The Vault. Pocklington’s recogni- 
tion factor and the club’s promo- 
tional work were so impressive 
that opening night for The Vault 
became a media event. It garnered 
a prominent feature article in the 
Edmonton Journal. 

The Vault's opening night was a 
flop — the bar had no liquor 
licence. And a quote from Pock- 
lington, who proclaimed running a 
successful nightclub “isn’t rocket 
science,” immediately came back 
to haunthim. 

Pocklington now says it'll be a 
cold day in hell when he starts up 
another club. “You meet a lot of 
slimy people in the nightclub busi- 
ness, people you don’t choose to 
do business with,” he said. “And 
there’s a certain lifestyle involved 
with owning a nightclub that I 
don’t like.” 

Pocklington’s venture deterio- 
tated into an ugly series of law- 
Suits and counter suits among for- 
mer partners. But he still believes 
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It’s a dog-eat-dog world out there. But consistency is what keeps crowds coming back to 


clubs like the Sidetrack, bar owners say. 


rocket science starting up a night- 
club,” he insists. “Getting good 
partners is, but not setting one up. 
The formula is just location, pro- 
motion, atmosphere, If you have a 
good theme, you're set.” 

That doesn’t mean the business 
isn’t risky. Way before there was 
KAOS, made notorious by so much 
trouble the cops asked people to 
stop going there, there was Club 
John’s, out on Fort Road. During 
the mid-80s, Club John’s offered a 
truly sprawling landscape for club 
bing. Its moment in the spotlight 
was brief. According to Brian 
Holowaychuk, president of Axe 
Music, Club John’s owner was 
worth $1.7 million — which he lost 
over the course of two years filled 
with absurd dance-to-country-to- 
metal format changes. 

“We bought our gear back from 
him when he was leaving,” Holo- 
waychuk said. “The last thing he 
said was, ‘next time we'll do it 
right.” 

No one has heard from the guy 
since. Opening a bar is an expen- 
sive proposition. “Nightclubs are 
constantly upgrading to keep peo- 
ple’s interest up, with things like 
robotic lighting systems. There are 
also some really hip video systems 
out there and some of those are 
about $150,000. Even just with 
audio alone, you take a system like 





have a live band, you're looking al 
half a million dollars worth of 
audio there,” said Holowaychuk. 

Pocklington’s Vault, says Holo 
waychuk, was “a classic example 
of a lack of formidable business 
plan.” And did he ever have any 
bad dealings with, say, KAOS? 

“We passed on that one. We 
thought it was just far too much of 
a stretch and that notion turned 
out to be correct.” 

Too true. Within months of 
opening, KAOS had earned a bad 
reputation. its credit rating slipped 
badly and some companies simply 
refused to do business with the 
club. One radio station that failed 
to maintain a vigilant pay-up-front 
policy with the club took a bath 
when KAOS closed. 

“I was supposed to get cash up 
front with that club,” said the sales 
rep who handled the account. “I 
did that, but there was a bit of a 
lag and I left their ad schedule run- 
ning instead of shutting them 
down right away, so we ended up 
losing seven grand.” 

The sales rep said a conceited 
attitude among some of the club's 
staff was a big problem. Its owners 
were “going to show Edmonton 
what clubbing was all about, 
Toronto-style. Edmonton just 
doesn’t want that.” 

Drew Weinstein, general manag- 
er of The Zone — the new club in

the old Vault location — disagrees 
with that assessment of the scene 
“Edmonton has to open up their 
minds a bit,” said Weinstein. 
“We're a Toronto type of nightclub 
and our clientele has taken to it 
very wel!. Studio 54 is our model. 
People who saw that movie walk 
in here and recognize the look.” In 
fact, The Zone has taken to calling 
itself The Zone Studio Dance Club. 

The Vault still haunts The Zone. 
“When a club has been three, four, 
five different names in the same 
location, it’s difficult to remove the 
stigma,” he said. 

Each club has character. “There 
are good business people in that 
sector and weaker ones,” 
Holowaychuk said. “Barry T's, 
Red’s, Cowboys, Big Daddy’s and 
the Thunderdome are prime exam- 
ples of someone who's touched on 
a formula and honed it.” 

The Sidetrack Café has to be 
mentioned here too. It’s been 
around for 18 years and still has 
the same owner (Doug Foote). The 
Sidetrack was one of five 
Canadian clubs nominated as Live 
Club Venue of the Year for the 
Canadian Sessions and Touring 
Industry Awards. What's the secret 
behind the its jong-running suc- 
cess? Consistency, says Kirby, 
entertainment director and talent 
buyer for the Sidetrack. 

“From 7 a.m. until 2 a.m., seven

Jeff Hendrick says creative 
bands in any genre in Edmon- 
ton must often search out 
unique ways to make their mu- 
sie available to the public. But 
he says it’s especially true for 
those creating R&B. 

Hendrick has been “carrying 
the R&B torch” (as he calls it) in 
Edmonton for a few years now, 
after leaving Latin/funk band 
jMaracujah! and starting his 
own project.

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Fining his own way on jz cel

he notion of a jazz cellist is not 
Ji: oxymoron you'd take it for, 

According to Eric Friedlander. 
a long tradition of jazz cello 
stretches back to Oscar Pettiford. 
Fred Katz with the Chico Hamilton 
band, and Ron Carter with Eric 
Dolphy. More recently, accom- 
plished improvisers like Hank 
Roberts, Abdul Wadud, Ernst 
Reijsiger and Friedlander have 
adapted their classical chops to a 
more contemporary setting. 

But crossing stylistic boundaries 
onan instrument strongly associat- 
ed with dead white-guy music 
hasn’t always been as easy as 
these artists make it look. 
Friedlander, who brings his new 
band, Topaz, to the Yardbird 
(10203-86 Ave.) Friday, March 26, 
found that out when he first start- 
ed working in New York. 

“It was pretty much job suicide 
to tell somebody at a Broadway 
show you were an improviser,” he 
said. “It was so divided. If you 

_ improvised, you did not do regular 
music. It was all little cliques. 
“Classical musicians were suspi- 
cious of people who improvised, 
but of course all of their heroes 
improvised. Mozart, Bach — these 
people were brilliant improvisers. 
Now it’s becoming more open.” 
Indeed, many a reviewer has 
noted Friedlander possesses a 
tone and technique on his axe that 
would cause his colleagues in the 
classical world to more tightly 
clench that stick they stereotypi- 
cally have up their butts. Evidence 
to that effect can be had from The 
Circle Maker, last year’s double- 
CD of John Zorn’s pseudo-classical 
compositions that features Fried- 
lander in trio with violinist Mark 
Feldman and bassist Greg Cohen. 
If you haven’t heard it, don’t wait 
any longer — we're talking best 
album of the year material here. 
_Friedlander also sits in with 
artists like Joe Lovano and Myra 
Melford, with whom he appeared 
at the Yardbird last spring, as well 
as maintaining a busy schedule of 
commercial work.

Both 
charming yet acerbic, the heartfelt 
Crosby is in it for the music, while 
the caustic Allen has a limited 
range of music appreciation, but a 
vast knowledge of the business. 

Allen has been a major force in 
the Canadian music industry for 
nearly three decades. His manager- 
ial entry was in the early "70s with 
Bachman Turner Overdrive, and 
he took them to the top of the 
North American and U.K. pop 
charts. In the early ’80s, Allen dis- 
covered anthem rock band Lover- 
boy. Under his management, the 
band became one of the most suc- 
cessful groups of the time, selling 
over seven million records and 
amassing eight Junos, 13 gold 
albums, five platinum awards and 
two Grammy nominations. 

Allen’s greatest achievement has 
been the career development of 
Bryan Adams. They’ve sold in 
excess of 55 million records world- 
wide, numerous No. | albums and 
No. | singles, including (Every- 
thing I Do) I Do It For You, which 
holds a place in the Guinness 
Book for longest-running No. 1 sin- 
gle in U.K. history. 

In recent years, Allen has 
“broad”-ened his genre and client

base and taken on a variety of dif- 
ferent acts, including another of 
Canada’s most famous artists, 
Anne Murray, as well as country 
chanteuse Martina McBride.

Brian Webb Dance Company celebrates 20 years of innovation

twentieth anniversary is one to be celebrated, 
Piisscea Edmonton’s own Brian Webb Dance 
Company has not only survived, but flourished 
over two decades of dance. With its concert on March 
26, 27 and 28 entitled 20/20 Vision at La Cite

“I formed the company to have a mechanism to cre- 
ate my own work,” said Brian Webb. “At the same 
time, in the last several years, we've presented emerg- 
ing artist's work.” 

In 1979 Webb returned to Edmonton, his home, 
after working in New York City with Eric Hawkins 
and dancing with and having his dances produced by 
The Carol Conway Dance Company.

possible, he has never seen or 
heard of an instance of any serious 
damage caused by a vacuum 
pump. 

For those of you unfamiliar with 
this particular device, the vacuum 
pump is like a tire pump for your 
penis.

“The sex shops made them avail- 
able first as a stimulation device 
(the suction can produce orgasm) 
and for penis enlargement,” says 
Dr Joel Kaplan, an American doc- 
tor who specializes in vacuum- 
pump therapy to treat premature 
ejaculation and impotence, as wel 
as for penis enlargement. “The 
medical establishment copied 
them and, before Viagra came 
along, they were the number-one 
medical device used to treat impo- 
tency.” 

Millions of the pumps are sold 
around the world, says Kaplan, 
and he too has heard no reports of 
injury.
